The Endless 
Battle 


“ And these are the generations of 
-- (Gen. xxv, 19.) 


OTH Jacob and Esau are the 

generations of Isaac. They were 

twins; there was onlya fraction- 
al interval of time between the birth 
of the elder and that of the younger. 
The birthright meant little to Esau. 
He sold it to Jacob for a mess of 
pottage. Jacob, too, could not have 
regarded the transaction very seri- 
ously, for when it came to obtaining 
the blessing of the first born son from 
the aged and blind Isaac, he did not 
rely upon the “right” he had ob- 
tained from Esau but agreed readily 
to his mother’s subterfuge. “The 
voice.” Said Isaac, on that crucial 
occasion, “1s the voice of Jacob. but 
the hands are the hands of Esau.” 
(Gen. xii, 22.) 

Traditionally Jewish homiletics uses 
this verse as typical of the contrast 
between Esau and Jacob. Jacob repre- 
sents peace. He is the type that relies 
on argument, on moral persuasion 
and on conviction to attain his ends. 
He believes in prayer. In crisis he 
resorts to supplicatjon, to the “ voice.” 
Esau is more impatient. He is brutal 
and direct. He knows the value of 
force and relies upon his strong right 
arm to attain his ends, 


HE story has been very powerful 
in Jewish life. It can perhaps be 
extolled as a real source of spiritual 
power, of resignation, of moral forti- 
tude, to Jewry in its. many tribula- 
tions: but i can also be blamed for 
what some might describe as too 
much passivity in the face of oppres- 
sion, for being responsible for that 
“ reasonableness ” which urges physi- 
cal submission when there is no hope 
of physical victory and then glorifies 
that submission aS a moral victory. . 
The truth of the matter is that Esau 
and Jacob are, from a homiletica! 
view, not two, but one. Israel is a 
complex personality, and the heart of 
every Jew ts a battlefield in which the 
twin brothers fight their endiess battle. 
Not only in the heart of every Jew, 
but in the heart of every man does 
this eternal conflict rage. “ Man is 
born unto trouble, as the sparks fly 
upward. (Job, v, 7.) His origin is 
in conflict, but the aim of the conflict 
is that a spark. should be. kindled 
which will soar upward towards what 
is holy and pure. The Esau in man ts 
very powerful: the rough, crude, ele- 
mental passions in man; that which ts 
selfish and instinctive, that which stems 
from man's earthy nature, from his 
Origin in. the dust; all these are Esau. 
To oppose them so that the spark of 
mans endeavour shall fly upward ts 
the Divine breath, the voice of con- 
science. the voice of Jacob. 


| may be asserted that the Divine 
- impulse must conquer, that noth- 
ing earthy can stand long before the 
power of God's will. In the eye of 
Fiernity the result is indeed swift and 
sure. but man does not measure his 
victories or defeats on so ljmitless a 
scale. Normally he judges from the 
temporary victory, the swift conquest 
of the hour: exceptionally he may 
have the broader vision of one human 
life’s span: if he be a moral genius, 
he may look beyond several genera- 
tions, finding in his bright vision. of 
the future, fajth that God's will shall 
done on earth. 

If we realise, then, that the struggle 
of Esau and Jacob is within us, we 
may be better equipped to understand 
Ourselves, to raise ourselves up from 
our surrender to material satisfactions. 
We may learn tolerance and kindli- 
Ness in our judgments. We will not 
condemn the fallen, because we shall 
how that what brought him low 
Might also bring us down. We will not 
despair of the seemingly irrecoverable 
dregs of humanity because we shall 
hold fast to our belief that somewhere 
the voice of Jacob still faintly struggles 
against the overpowering might of 
Esau within the dim recesses of that 
mans tortured soul. We will not be 
severned, even in difficult and over- 
Poweringly emotional decisions, such 
45, for example, our attitude towards 
Germany, by Esau impulses, and we 
shall remember that even in this un- 
happy, Esau-domjnated people, there 
Sull exists. however faintly, the voice 
of Jacob, awaiting its chance to be 
heard once again. ea

There were also other powertal 
arguments in favour of placing the 
National Home in Palestine among the 
Allied war aims. It would rally Jewry 
on a world-wide scale to the Allied cause. 
Even among Christians such a _ policy 
would rally fresh support to the Allied 
cause. 


Belief in Historic Justice 


“As for me,” said General Smuts, 
“a Boer with vivid memories of the 
recent past, the Jewish case appealed with 
peculiar force. | believed with all my 
heart in historic justice, however long 
delayed. I also had the strong feeling 
that something was due trom the Chris- 
tians to the Jews, not only as compensa- 
tion for unspeakable persecutions, Dut as 
the people who produced the. divine 
leader, to whom we Christians owe the 
highest allegiance. Moral and religious 
motives thus reinforced the political con- 
siderations. We were persuaded. But 
remember it was Weizmann who per- 
suaded us.” 

In the early years following on the 
Balfour Declaration. General Smuts 
continued, immigration remained prac- 
tically at a standstill He had always 
felt that a great opportunity was missed 
then. when there was no very greal oppo- 
sition to Jewish immigration, and a large 
population could have entered the 
country without all the fuss and trouble 
which developed later. If the policy of 
the Balfour Declaration had been pushed 
vigorously in those early years. the Man- 
datory Power would have been saved no 
end of trouble laier. after the Arab tem- 
per had changed and the opposition to 
immigration had siiflened:

One 
had to g0 back to ancient prophetic 
literature to find language in which to 
express what is happening, what great 
things may vet happen in this land, not 
only of promise, but now of fulfilment.” 


Bare Hills must be Covered 


The bare hills of Palestwne, General 
Smuts went on. must once have been 
covered with the fig and the olive and 
the vine Ihey must remain bare no 
longer. And so the idea had occurred to 
friends of Dr. Weizmann that part ol 
that area should be set aside for a foresi 
in perpetual honour to him. What more 
fitting honour and memorial to the man 
who led Israe! back to those barren hills 
after such long absence, and covered 
them again with the glory which was 
theirs in ancwat times? Let the Weiz- 
mann Forest be the memorial of the great 
planter. who replanted his people in their 
ancient homeland. 

“Nor should we to-night,” declared 
General Smuts. “forget the great Com- 
monwealth which stood by the National 
Home from the Balfour jaration to 
the achievernent of national sovereignty. 


It bas been a hard way.

Rules For Strict Decorum 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An account of the legal and constitu- 
tional hixtory of the Spanish and Portu- 
Congregation was given by Mr. 
Neville Laski. K.C.. when he addressed 
the Jewish Historical Society on “ The 
London Sefardic Commonity, 1664-1677," 
in the Council Room of the West London 
Synagogue, 33, Seymour Place, W.!. last 
week. Dr. James Parkes presided 
It was evident from the records and 
accounts of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation from 1663-1681, said Mr. 
Laski. that in the carliest days of the 
Kahal the Yehidim governed the con- 
gregation. 

Mahamad were entrusted with 
drawing up a constitution for the Kahal 
and having been approved by the Elders 
this was signed by them and the Haham. 

The 42 Ascamot, which formed ‘the 
basis upon which. in essentials, the congre- 
gation had since been governed, formed a 
succinct, logical, and comprehensive rule 
for the governance of the young com- 
munity in its religious and social life. 

After referring to the four main 
sources of synagogal revenue, the lecturer 
said that decorum was strictly provided 
for. There were rules that no one might 
talk durine the Tefilla. the reading of 
the Sefer. nor go out aficr the raising 
of the Scroll. tt was further ordained 
that congregants should not be permitted 
to rane their voice to prevent others 
from hearing the Hazan clearly 

The authority of the Kahal, continued 
Mr. Lask:. was enforced on the domestic 
relations of its members. No person in 
the synagogue or its immediate neigh- 
bourhood might “lift up his voice or 
raise tis hand to harm tis fellow.” nor 
come thereto with any wtapon. The 
penalty for infraction was Herem, which 
was only lifted on payment of £10 and 
penance

BLIND PEOPLE IN 
INDUSTRY 


Equal to Sighted Workers. 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Examples of how blind people can be 
taught industrial trades and work at them 
with an syency which is sometimes 
even superior to that of sighted workers, 
were given by Dr. L. G. Fuchs, a 
research worker on the blind in industry, 
at the annual general court of the Jewish 
Blind Society, at 33, Seymour Place, 
London. last weck. The President, Mr. 
James A. de Rothschild, presided, 

Dr. Fuchs. who is himself blind and 
is employed by two industrial firms, 
stated that the blind had proved them- 
selves particularly adaptable in the radio 
and electrical industries. So efficient and 
conscientious had they proved thai the 
management of firms considered them 
as some of their best workers. 


Relations with the Provinces 


Mr. Leonard M. Alfred, Chairman of 
the Society, said the relations between 
the Society and the Provincial commun- 
ties were friendiy—but again there was 
no more progress than that. He had 
attended a mecting at Shefficld of the 
Provincial communities when a pious 
resolution was passed promising support 
for the Society. but that help had not 
been forthcoming. He hoped that the 
communities would realse that the 
Society did not cater only for the London 
blind. but accepted residents from 
wherever they ‘might be 

The project for establishing hostels for 
young blind workers to enable them to 
live in Jewish surroundings was beyond 
their financial resources.- He hoped that 
a member of the community would give 
property to the Society to be used as a 
hostel 

The annual report, presenied by the 
Chairman and adopied. stated that the 
Society s two homes. Rokeficid.’ West- 
| cott, near Dorking. and “ Wick House,” 
Bushey. Herts, continued to be run sati+ 
factoriiy. and. accommodated over ‘%0 
people.

THE “HADLOW” LETTER 


No Inquiry Into Police 
Conduct 


From our Parliamentary

The controversy over the “ Hadlow ~ 
letter reached a climax on Tuesday, when 
Mr. Cuurer Eve, Home Secretary, made 
a lengthy statement in the House of Com- 
mons. 

He spoke of events since the publica- 
tion of the letter, the writer of which 
made serious allegations against the 
police, accusing them of anti-Jewish bias. 

Mr. Ede. referring to the accusations 
made in a letter to the New STATESMAN 
anp Nation on September 24, said that 
on the same day. believing that “ John 
Hadlow “ was the real name of the writer 
and that he could be easily traced and 
would be willing to substantiate his 
allegations, he (Mr. Ede) gave instruc- 
tions that he should be interviewed and 
his statements examined. 

The Home’ Secretary then referred to 
an unsuccessful approach by the Com- 
missioner of Police to the Editor of the 
New STATESMAN to secure the required 
information. and to a letter he himself 
had written offering to set up a judicial 
inquiry and giving an assurance that 
“Mr. Hadlow's” position would not be 
prejudiced. 


Allegation Investigated 


He had. he said. investigated an allegag 
tion made in the House on November 5 
by Mr. Prarrs-Mitts (ind. Lab.., 
Finsbury) that the polxke knew the 
idemuy of “ Hadlow” and had visited 
his employers. and that he had “ got the 
sack The Home Secretary added that 
he had received a categorical assurance 
from the Commissioner of Police that 
no Metropolitan. pohce offeer had 
approached the employer of any jour- 
nalist thought to. be “John Hadlow.” 

He had made further inquiries of Mr 
Piatis-Mills. who said that “ Hadlow 
had im fact been asked to resign from 
hrs paper, but that he had not made any 
allegations of police intervention agains 


him. 

As “ Hadlow ™ had told the Editor of 
the New STaTesMan chat had informed 
somebody semor to him on his paper 
that he bad been the author of the letter 
to the New STATESMAN, no intervention 
on the part of the police was required 
explain the call for Hadlow’'s” 
resignation. said the Home Secretary. 

Hadiow stil! declined to come for- 
ward. Mr. Ede went on. on the eround 
that disclosure of his swdentity would make 
t difheult, if not impossible. for him to 
earn his livelihood in his profession. 

He (Mr. Ede) had been unable to 
accemt a suggestion by Mr. Platis-Mills 


that he should see “ Hadlow ” under seal 
of confidence, as he would then have 
been unable ecither to communicaic 
information to the House or take any 
action to have any allegations publicly 
and judicially tested. 

“There has been a further develop- 
ment,” Mr. Ede continued. “ On Novem- 
ber 8, the Editor of the New STATESMAN 
informed me that a member of the pubiic 
other than ‘Mr. Hadlow ' had witnessed 
an incident, which he assumed was the 
incident referred to by ‘Mr. Hadlow, 
but he did not give as full details as 
those contained in Hadlow’s letter. 

“ At my request, the Ediwr asked his 
informant whether he would be willing 
to make to a representative of the 
lreasury Solicitor a statement which, in 
default of further particulars from * Mr. 
Hadlow’ might afford a basis for an 
inquiry. The Editor informs me that the 
informant feels that it would be useless 
to give evidence alone. but that he would 
be willing to do so if. and only if, other 
journalists who were present on the occa- 
sion in question would do the same.” 

Allegations, he said, had been made 
in the public Press, and he was anxious 
that they should be fully and properly 
investigated, but an inquiry could not be 
held merely on the basis of a letter in 
the Press. Since nobody was willing to 
come forward to support the allegations, 
it was not possible for him to set up a 
irybunal of inquiry. 


Police Reports 


He had. however. made inquiries, and 
had obtained reports from the police 
about all recent incidents that had 
occurred in the Dalston Lane area. These 
reports did got in any respect support the 
grave allegations made by “Mr. 
Hadlow.” Nor had mn been alleged in 
court that the pole had behaved in the 
manner complained of by “ Mr. 
Hadiow.” 

“ The history of our own times records 
in all too ghastly a fashion the danger 
io human liberty of a police force which 
adopts a partisan attitude towards the 
citizens it should impartially protect.”

They said that they could not 
identify their assailants if they saw them, 
and they had declined to go to Scotland 
Yard to see the photographic collection of 
people likely to be concerned m intr 
denis of this kind. 

Mr. Weitzman said that ihe reason 
these two people did not give further 
assistance, after having supplied a fully 
detailed statement, was that they were 
afraid of the consequences at the hands 
of other .

Fear the Basis of Hostility 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The special contribution which all 
groups of an educational character bad 
to make im promoting harmony among 
the various communities was stressed by 
Professor J. A. Lauwerys, when he 
addressed the first annual meeting of the 
Hampstead Council of Christians and 
Jews at the Hampstead Town Hall on 
Monday. 

Mr. Anthony Greenwood, M.P., pre- 
wded, and said that after a siow start 
they had now made the right contacts 
and had set up the necessary machinery. 
The determination to destroy prejudice 
was something on which they could all 
agree. They had a positive approach to 
the probiem instcad of the negative, 
defensive approach which unfortunately 
was frequentiy adopted.

The Council also unanimously 
clected the Rev. Dr. A. Coben, Chair- 
man of the ~ouncil. 

Mr. Samuc! Davies presided over the 
meeting. 

Among the main propossls in Sir 
Robert's memorandum are: The Central 
Council is to consist of @ members. of 
whom half shall be from the 
Board of Jewish Religious Education and 
half from the Provincial Education 
Boards of religious instruction ofr 


analogous bodies: the Jewish Memorial 


Council & to be requesied to undertake 
afl the secretarial and administrative 
work of the Council; the principal tasks 
of the Central Counc! are to be the 
inspection of classes, participation in the 
atrranecments for the training of Hebrew 
teachers with the London Board and 
Jews’ College. and participation with the 
London Board in the body to be formed 
to look after the production and distribu- 
tion of educational literature and 
material: to assist the Council in this 
work. the London Board is to provide 
£1.000 a year for two years towards the 
COs. 


Financial Provisos 


After setting out further financial 
provisos concerning representation on 
the jornt bodies to be wt up, the memo- 
randum states that steps for the holding 
of elections of the. representatives of the

that a Constitution be submitted. for 
adoption by the Central Council witha 
six months, to the Provincial bodies mak- 
my contributions to the Central Coun 
cil, and also to the London Board 

in the discussion. HX was pomted out 
that although Mr. |. W. Goldberg and 
the Hon. Officers of the London Board 
had agreed ito recommend their Execu- 
tive to adopt the memorandum subject 
to minor adjusiments, the maticr had noe 
yet been discussed by the Council of that 
Board. 

The Chairman said that the oroposed 
Teachers’ Training Board would be a 
triangular body consisting of representa- 
tives of Jews’ College, the London Board, 
and the Central C ounci!

thanks to hem. at the same time sugges- 
ing that through his good offices. a con- 
ference with the London Board and the 
Jewish Memorial Counc:! be. convened 
for the purpose of impicmenting the 
document 

After a discussion, if was agreed that 
the calling of a country-wide conference

But for her name in Hebrew and the 
blue-white flag of the Isracl Merchant 
Navy she would be indistinguishable 
from the many ships that fill the Thames 
docks.

Dr. H. Wydra, one of the directors of 
Shoham. who is in this country buying 
ships for Israel's Merchant Navy. told 
me in an interview how that service has 
grown.

25 Years With Preachers’

The existence of the State of Israc! 
must now be included in all ministers’ 
thinking, declared the Chief Rabbi, when 
he spoke on Thursday of last week at 


a dinner given by the Union of Anglo- 
Jewish Preachers to the Rev. I. Living- 
stone, to commemorate his completion of 
25 years as Hon. Secretary of the 


Preachers’ Union. 


The Rev. Nathan Levine, Presiden of 
the. Union. who presided over the dinner, 
which was held in the Joseph Freedman 
Hall, London, N.W.11, paid tribute to 


the valuable services rendered both by 
Mr. and Mrs. Livingstone. 


Associating himself with the tribute. 
the Chief Rabbi said that many of their 
colleagues in the Provincial ministry: had 
reason to thank Mr. Livingstone for the 
practical help which he was able to give 
them, as he had for so long been Sccre- 


tary of the Ministers’ Provincial Fund. 
Deploring the financial plight of many 


provincial ministers, Rabbi Brodie ‘con- 


tinued: “ It has broken my heart. during 
the course of my travels up and down 
the country, to go into the study of a 


pene ay and find that he is not able to 


provide himself with some of those books 
which are so important if he is to be 
enabled to be a true expounder of the 
Judaism to which we are ali so attached.” 


Inception ef Union 


Mr. Livingstone, he said, had written 
a pamphiet describing the inception ofl 
the Union $5 years ago and dealing with 
the Union's activities. Recalling the sort 
of message which was delivered in those 
days gone by in order to inspire and 
direct the members of the Angio-Jewish 
community. he went on, one found that 
the Galut was taken for granied and was 
accepted or explained away.

To-day, he asserted, they had to scrap 
the sort of peroration which they found 
in the literary remains and printed ser- 
mons of their predecessors. They had to 
interpret Jewish valucs in accordance 
with the needs and aspirations of the 
present hour. Now they were chalienged 
by a new situation and thev had to in- 
clude in all their thinking and in all their 
perorations the providential and tremen 
dous fact of the existence of the State 
of Israel. 


The Chief Rabbi chattine with Mr.

hat. he said, did not mean tha; they 
had to lose sight of the peculiarly spiritual! 
approach which belonged io them as 
rabbis, ministers, and teachers. Bur that 
approach could have greater realitv in 
expression if they bore in mind that 
there had been a shift in emphasis in the 
situation. 

After referring to Mr. Livinesteone’s

IN ZIONISM

the crisis in Israel with the crisis 
of Zionism—indeed, Israel might 
shake off its economic difficulties at 
the expense of Zionist principles. 
The Zionist crisis goes back to an 
old schism.—the plans by Nordau and 
Jabotinsky for a “mass transfer” of 
Jews to Palestine, regardless of their 
preparation and that of the country, 
were rejected by the majority, led by 
Dr. Weizmann, who thought that the 
National Home had to mature slowly 
so as to evolve the structure of the 
Zionist society. Events forced a dif- 
ferent development. The present 
“mass transfer” of Jews has broken 
with the axioms that governed the 
past decades of Zionist upbuilding. 
The chalutzic movement was 
moulded by A. D. Gordon's glorified 
ideal of kibbush avoda (conquest of 
labour). the transformation of soil and 
soul through productive work. With 
immigration then greatly restricted, 
the best human material that Zionist 
youth could muster was sent to Pales- 
tine. skilled in professional training 
and firm in jts ideological outlook. 
Now there is no selectivity—no test 
for skill, age, health or Zionist edu- 
cation. Thousands of petty bourgeots 
from East and South-East Europe are 
transplanting their Luftmenschentum 
to Israel. What with them might be 
a transitory difficulty, because their 
‘children, brought up in Israel, might 
discover Zionism for themselves, turns 
in the case of Oriental Jewry into a 
serjous problem Immigrants. will 
come more and more from the Moslem 
countries and, in the coming year.

A Separate Entity 


It is difficult to integrate them into 
the social organism of the Yishuv. 
The housing shortage im the towns 
where they might freely mix with the 
others forces them to’ live in camps 
and converted. Arab villages. They 
form a separate entity, a Yishuv with- 
in a Yishuv,.and, with their numbers 
multiplying, the remedy of the “* melt- 
ing pot” becomes remote. Before the 
next generation grows up, they might 
already have crystallised as.a distinct 
class from which their children. will 
linc it dificult to escape. 

In this capitalist era one can. build 
: Country either with idealists or with 
cheap hired labour: either with the 
sweat of a youth ready for sacrifice. 
or on the back of a proletariat. Jewish 
colonising achievements were accom- 
plished because pioneers volunteered 
to reclaim the wilderness without an 
earn-as-you-work ” basis: with the 
dwindling Aliyah chalutzim, and the 
increased economic pressure,“ native 
labour may be used as a substitute. 

The first to feel: the change in the 
social strata will be the communal and 
Co-operative settlements, for they have 
cultrvated pust those axioms of selec- 
tivity and self-labour which are at 
Stake Their “closed shop” policy 
of accepting only a limited number of 
members from their. own ranks, does 
not fare well at a* time when. the 


queues of unemployed are growing and 
thousands are crammed into camps 
Neither does it go well with the empti- 
ness of the land which cries out for 
cultivation, 

The growing pressure of immigra- 
tion, and the demand of the home 
market for more agricultural prod 
have forced many settlements to 
abandon their principles and to fai} 
back on hired labour. They are 
bound to lose more of their charac. 
teristics—kvutzot are developing into 
large kibbutzim ; and the large kibbyt. 
zim tend to become rural townships, 
The communal and co-operative agri- 
cultural settlement has, in the past, 
been the pride and symbol of Zionism. 
It is no coimecidence that Zionism 
in Israel will be challenged first in this 
very sector. 


In the Towns 


In the towns, the problem will be 
no less felt than on the land. The 
Jewish worker prides himself on a 
high cultural standard and a high 
income. Important sectors of industry 
are monopolised by workers’ co- 
operatives. Israel's struggle for a 
place in the world market will call for 
heavy. financial ‘sacrifices on their 
part. Being European Jews with skill 
and specialised training, they would 
be able to maintain their standard of 
living more easily at the expenses of 
masses of unskilled labourers. on a 
low wage level, to be recruited from 
immigrants, in the main, from Oriental 
countries. 

If one accepts that “ normalisation” 
of the Jewish people in. Israel should 
go so far as to take over also the evil 
traits of society, if one wants Israel 
to be a State like other States and not 
a framework for an idea, there is noth- 
ing deplorable in that development. 
Many may think that the time for 
pioneering ventures is over and that 
Israel should be put on a proper 
husmess ” footing economically, 
the State might benefit from substi- 
tuting for the thinning ranks of pio- 
neers the ever-increasing numbers of 
a new proletariat. 

Although the for Zionist 
realisation will be fought in Israel, it 
will be decided in the Diaspora. 
Soctal yustice, self-labour, a new rela- 
tion to the land, the transformation 
from Luftmenschentum into. produc- 
tivity, a sound proportion between 
town and country, the setting up of a 
classless society- all this will depend 
on the quality of the continued mmr 
gration. Only with a new and strong 
chalutzic Aliya from the FEnelssh- 
Speaking countries can the balance be 
retrieved : a voluntary Alivah-: not a 
forced migration ; an Aliyah of people 
who are prepared to forgo. their 
careers for the sake of an tdea 

The figures revealed. by the Jewish 
Agency are alarming. In the whole 
of the United States, there are only 
230 youths on hachshara. In Britain, 
the number is 300. Jewish youth in 
the United States and the British Com- 
monwealth will have to decide if we are 
at the beginning or the end of Zionism,

ASCIST assaults on Jews in Lon- 

don, and questions relating to the

The President of the Board, the Rev. Dr. 
4. Comen (Birmingham Hebrew), presided, 
and congratulated Ajex and all concerned 
on the success of the previous Sunday's 
Remembrance Service and Parade. 

The steps so far taken with a view to 
bringing back to the Board the bodies 
which had withdrawn, were outlined in 
the report of the Executive Committec. 
which was moved by the President. IJ: 
sated that Dr. Cohen had reported 
conversations with representatives of the 
Spanish and Portuguese congregation, the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews. 
the Angio-Jewish Association, and the 
Libera! Jewish Synagogue, all of whom 
had explained why their organisations 
had withdrawn from the Board. Dr. 
Cohen, the report added, had made tenta- 
ive suggestions for renewed representa- 
ion, and these were still receiving atten- 
ion. Full consideration by the Board 
would. therefore, have to await the com- 
pletion of the negotiations. 

A small sub-committee, the report con- 
inued, had been nominated to discuss 
wih the Chief Rabbi and members of 
the Beth Din various matters concerning 
the certificatiqn of Marriage Secretarics 
for L:beral Synagogues. 


“Board Used as Plaything ” 


After Mr. Jack Perry (T.A:C.) had 
attacked “the old wealthy families, who 
for generations had ruled the Jewish 
community and had used the Board as 
a plaything for their own political ends,’ 
and had asked why they should be given 
“special privileges.”

It was disappointing to have to 
record that the L.C.C., in spite of their 
strong protests, had refused to alter iis 
policy of letting schools for fascist meet- 
ings. and also that the Judicial Inquiry 
which was promised by the Home Secre- 
tary if “John Hadlow™ would come 
forward and substantiate his allegations 
would not now take place. 

The L.C.C. decision, he continued. 
was based on the ground that the use 
of the schools was permitied to every 
political body, and that if the fascist 
Party wag to be barred, it must be on the 
ditectivd’ of the Government. 


Jews and the Election 


Referring to the announcement in the 
report of a sub<ommitice which had 
been set up to deal from the Jewish 
point of view with matters which might 
arise at the forthcoming general clection, 


“the President made it clear that there was 


no suggestion of the creation of a Jewish 
bloc. Their main concern was with the 
possibility that the fascists would put up 
candidates. 

In such constituencies,” he said: we 
shall endeavour to enlighten the clectors 
on the true nature and aims of fascism.” 

The Defence Committee. he went on. 
had recommended a biock payment of 
£1,000 per annum to Ajex tor -anti- 
defamation purposes. It was regretted 
that the financial situation did not per- 
mit a higher figure, and the committee 
had no objection to Ajex making a 
special appeal for funds for anti-defama- 
tion purposes.

He regretted. he went on, that in the 
presentation of this matter, which came 
specifically within the purview of the 
Board, they had not been informed that 
additional approaches were going to be 
made to members of the House. with a 
view to placing information in_ thet 
hands—information about which they at 
the Board knew, and which they them- 
selves had had the opportunity of collat. 
ing, but which was presented as though 
the Board itself had not taken any steps 
in the matter. 


War Orphans 

In the course of the discussion, Dr 
J).

THE EXECUTION OF 
TOBIANSKI 


Beray Found Guilty of 
Manslaughter

Liewt-Col. Isser Beray, former intelli- 
gence chief of Hagana. later of the Israc! 
Army, was this week found guilty of the 
manslaughter of Meyer Tobianski who 
was executed last year on a charge 
espionage. Beray was given a. token 
sentence of one day's imprisonment. 

Thus was solved the very delicate situa- 
tion which was created at the start of 
the trial, since the defence’s main plea 
was that Tobianski was actually guilty 
and that Beray’s action was justified, 
despite the findings of an interna! inquiry 
announced publicly by the Prime Muinuis- 
ter. that Tobianski was innocent 

The court ruled that Beray was guilty 
because his action in setting up a Ficld 
General Court Martial of - three jumor 
and judically inexperienced officers, and 
in ordering an immediate execution with- 
out awaiting the confirmation of the 
Jerusalem commander. was unjustifiable 

The court also ruled that Tobiansk: 
was mnocent and that Beray s neghgence 
had led to this tragedy. Consideration. 
was, however, given by the court to the 
mutigating circumstances, due to the con- 
ditions in Israci at the time of Tobian- 
skis trial and the ‘fact that Jerusalem 
Jews were sufficring from anti-spy mania 

Beray intends to appeal against his 
CONVICTION 

Tobtianski was arrested. tried, and exe- 
cuted all within five hours. late in June.

Hostile Press 


The Russian Press and radio have of 
late turned hostile. and although Israel! has 
not been openly assailed, mdirect attacks 
have been made against Zionism, Jewish 
Nationalism, and certain of Israel's poli- 
tical leaders, particularly the members of 
Mapat. 

Israc! diplomats meeting their Russian 
opposite numbers in Moscow, Tel Aviv. 
and Lake Success. have observed a con- 
siderable change of attitude: the former 
inendly relationship now appears to be 
giving way (tO One of a Strictly formal 
characte! 

Another noticeable feature is that the 
Russians have recently displayed greatcr 
friendship towards the Israel. Communist 
Party and to Mapam. After many efforts 
spread over a long pernod, representatives 
of the two parties have. for the first time 
been allowed to visit Russia. and two 
women from each party are attending 
the Moscow International Democratic 
Women’s Congress.

Judge Reprimanded 


Justice Scanian, speaking for the Appel 
late Court, reprimanded Judge Mackinlay 
for permitting the pro-Nazs. led by Joe 
McWilliams, a soap-box Jew-baiter who 
has called Hitler “ the greatest man who 
has hved since Jesus.” to convert his 
court-room into a rostrum. for violent 
anti-Semittc propeganda 

The testemony of the plaintiffs. said 
Justice Scanlan. consisted of wild attacks 
on Jews, their religion and Jewish organi- 
sathons, although there was not the shght 
est competent evidence to warrant such 
attacks.

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CHAIM WEIZMANN 


ON Sunday next, November 27, Dr. CHaim 
WEIZMANN, first President of Israel, will 
celebrate his 75th birthday. In honour of 
this occasion, a distinguished gathering, 
representative of many aspects of British life, 
met im London this week. Its purpose was 
to forward the scheme of presenting a birth- 
day gift of 750,000 trees to form a Werz- 
mann Forest in Israel. There could be no 
more fitting tribute than to commemorate 
the name of Cuaim WEIZMANN by the plant- 
ing of trees, which have not only always 
been symbols of life and blessing in. Jewish 
thought, but which signify to-day the literal 
redemption of the soil of the Holy Land. 
Alongside the “ Highway of Courage,” the 
new road that was built by brave mén to 


bring succour and life to the, beleaguered 
city of Jerusalem, will rise the trees to 
beautify this heritage for future generations

of honour was Field-Marshal Smuts, who 
had flown to this country from South 
Africa for the express purpose of speaking

It was appropriate that this impressive 
meeting should have developed into a 
demonstration of Anglo-Israel friendship 
and the passage in General SMUTS'S speech 
which will arouse a. specially sympathetic 
response will be that in which he pleaded 
that the historic comradeship between Britain 
and Israel should continue unbroken for the 
fruitful. service of mankind. This aspect 
derived additional significance from the 
presence in the chair of Viscount Samuet., 
who took a valued part in the negotiations 
which resulted in the Balfour Declaration, 
and who was the first High Commissioner 
for Palestine under the British Mandate 
The speeches of the LorD CHANCELLOR and 
of Mr. ANTHONY EDEN likewise showed that 
non-Jewish leaders of public opinion, 
irrespective of party, attach great importance 
to the strengthening of ties of friendship 
between the two countries. Finally, the 
moving message from President WEIZMANN 
himself referred with gratitude to his long 
and close association with this country. 
“ What I have been privileged to achieve,” 
he said, “is the result of over forty years’ 
effort in England.” The moral idealism 
which sustains Dr. WEIZMANN shone out 
conspicuously from his words: “ We have 
returned to the land of ovr origin, not to 
conquer or to dominate, but to build and 
to heal. We are bringing back to it the 
heritage of our unique, if tragic, experience

ROME & JERUSALEM 


ONE of the precursors of modern Zionism 
was Moses Hess. Like other early pro- 
tagonists of that movement, he was no 
narrow partisan but a man of the broadest 
outlook. A century ago he was a pioneer 
of, the idea of a league of nations and of 


the rights of small countries. He argued 
that every nation not only had the right to 
exist but must be encouraged to do so, in 
order that it might make its own specific 
contribution to the general welfare of 
humanity. From this standpoint, he wrote 
his famous book, “ Rome and Jerusalem ~ 
(1862). which advanced the thesis that, in 
the interests both of Jewry and of the world, 
Jews ought to strive, with the co-operation 
of the rest of mankind, to re-establish their 
national entity in Palestine. Hence his book 
argued that Jewish culture (as represented 
by Jerusalem) and Christian culture (as 
represented by Rome) need not be in con- 
flict but should rather be regarded as comn)- 
plementary. Men like Hess saw only with the 
eye of faith. To our own generation has 
been granted the joy of beholding the days 
of fulfilment. Perhaps nowhere was that joy 
more graphically epitomised than in_ the 
scenes of celebration in Rome after the 
establishment of the State of Israel. For it 
was at the Arch of Titus, which has stood 
through the centuries as the triumphant 
symbol! of the destruction of ancient Judea. 
that Roman Jewry gathered to celebrate the 
national renaissance of the Eternal People in 


the Holy Land 


Our thoughts have lately been Aurned to 
the event which began a new epoch in the 
fulfilment of our hopes-—-the tissue o! the 
Balfour Declaration in November,. 1917 
[hat event came as the climax of icngths 
negotiations, an important link in.which had 
been forged in Rome six months earlhets 
Hitherto, only the barest.outline has been 
revealed of Dr. NanumM SoKkoLow 's inte! 
view at the Vatican with Pope BENEDICI 
X\ Of profound. interest, therefore. 
is the detailed account (written. by his 
son, and printed on the opposite page) 
of this historic meeting between these 
two representative figures. [rue wisdom 
and a common. appreciation of ultimate 
values underlay their conversation and 
enabled them to come together in a joint 
understanding. The Pope saw in the Zionist 
programme the working of Biblical ideals. 
and he described it as Providential and. in 
accordance with the Drvine will The 
conversation touched upon the question of 
the Holy Places, and here, too, the utmost 
200d will was evinced. “I have no doubt,” 
said the Pops, “that a satisfactory agree- 
ment will be reached. At the conclusion 
of the interview, his final words (which he 
emphasised by repeating them several times) 
finely summarised his attitude: “1 believe 
that we shall be good neighbours.” With 
what noble simplicity do these words com- 
bine spiritual insight and practical wisdom 
for the guidance of all God's children ' 


In arranging that interview, a chief coun. 
sellor and imtermediary was Cardinal 
Pacetti, who later became Vatican Secre- 
tarv of State and is now Pope Pius. XILl._ lt 
may well be that the memory of that occa- 
sion has not passed from him. When Jewry 
was suffering its supreme agony he con- 
demned Nazi barbarities, and during the 
last war a large number of Jews found refuge 
within the Vatican City. Since the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, he has issued 
several encychcals and documents expressing 
concern about the Holy Places. The words 
which he has used have not always seemed 
to reflect the sentiments of sympathy and 
good will towards Zionism which were 
uttered by his predecessor. In his recent 
Pontifical Letter, he calls upon all Christians 
to join in a “crusade of prayer” for the 
Holy Places.. In this connection, the word 
“crusade ™ is not intended, of course, to 
conjure up the memories of medieval 
massacre and torture which nevertheless it 
unhappily recalls to the mind of Jews. But 
it may be doubted whether this constant 
insistence upon some threat to the Hol) 
Places can really be justified, or whether it 
actually conduces to the peace and happiness 
of the Holy Land. The Israel Government 
has been most scrupulous——as, indeed, one 
would have expected—in safeguarding the 
Holy Places within its jurisdiction, and has 
given the most solemn undertakings and 
pledges for the future. Moreover, whatever

our shortcomings may be, disrespect for 
other people's religious belhefs and objects 
of veneration is not to be counted among 
them. Judaism is not a _  conversionist 
religion, and in theory and practice has 
accepted the principle of live and let live. 
In this spirit Jews and Christians should 
unite to “ pray for the peace of Jerusalem,” 
actuated by the same desire as was shown by 
the Pontiff, who said, “I believe that we 
shall be good neighbours.” 


EDUCATION PROGRAMME 


IN present circumstances, the reorganisa- 
tion scheme of the Centcal Council for 
Jewish Religious Education, which was 
approved at last Sunday's meeting of the 
Council, offers the best hope for the con- 
solidation and ultimate advance of its work. 
It must be acknowledged that the new pro- 
gramme falls far short of that which 
was originally intended. But it has long 
been: obvious that, however desirable it 
might be in theory, the extensive scheme 
which was planned in’ the first mstance 
could not be successfully operated. Indeed, 
there seemed a time when the Council was 
threatened with complete collapse. Ener- 
getic endeavours were made to secure in- 
creased financial support from the Provincial 
communities, but so far they have untfortun- 
ately proved unsuccessful. The Provincial 
communities find it more difficult to con- 
tribute towards a common cause than do the 
Metropolitan bodies which have united tn 
support of the work of the London Board 
At the same time, the work of the London 
Board has rtself had to be accommodated 
to its financial resources. While the need 
for the Central Council was not in dispute. 
therefore, urgent practical measures had to 
be taken to maintain it in existence. These 
proposed measures were contained in a 
memorandum which ‘was submitted to 
Sundays meeting of the Council and was 
unanimously approved The co-operation 
of the London Board and of the Jewish 
Memorial Council should now secure ade 
quate financial and administrative arrange- 
ments to cover a limited held of operations 
A useful sphere of work 1s opened up in 
such matters as the inspection of classes, the 
training of teachers, and the provision of 
educational literature There is, of course. 
no room for complacency, ‘as this is onby 
the beginning. of a desperately needed 
endeavour to improve the standards of 
Jewish religious education throughout the 
country.

ENEMY PROPERTY 

THe Distribution of German Enemy Pro- 
perty Bill, which. has now passed its Second 
Reading in the House of Commons. is of 
great importance to Jews and other victims 
of Nazism; and some details of its provisions 
are printed on page A It would be an act 
of injustice to regard the property of Ger- 
man, Hungarian, or Rumanian. Jews. as 
‘enemy property.” For the Allied Govern- 
ments recognised that victims of Nazism 
should not be treated in the same way as 
thei persecutors It was agreed at a con- 
lerence in Brussels in 1947 that property 
belonging to genuine victims of persecution 
might be released under certain conditions 
The person who claimed the release. or his 
heir, had to prove, for instance. that the 
owner of the property did not enjoy full 
civic rights and had beea deprived of liberty. 
Unfortunately, however, some officials in the 
Roard of Trade tend to adopt the most 
narrow interpretation of “deprivation of 
liberty. They ask for proof that the 


claimant or—if an heir is the claimant—the - 


original Owner was in a prison or concen- 
tration camp for some considerable time. If 
for example, a Jew was murdered on the 
way to a concentration camp, if he was 
killed after a few days’ imprisonment, or 
committed suicide to avoid deportation, his 
heirs claims are rejected, because “* depriva- 
tion of liberty ” has not been proved. If a 
Rumanian Jew has been imprisoned in a 
ghetto. or labour camp; if a Hungarian 
or German Jew hid from the Gestapo and 
led the life of a hunted animal, he has no 
claim for release of his property, since 
“deprivation. of liberty” has not been 
proved. Mr. Borromiey, Secretary for 
Overseas Trade, has declared in the House 
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of Commons that he wishes to be heip{ul jp 
cases of genuine hardship. This promise wiy) 
be welcomed by those who have been 
anxious to ensure that the victims of Nazism 
should not suffer through the unfortunate 
phrasing adopted by the Brussels Confer. 
ence and the narrow interpretation of yp. 
imaginative officials. All who seek redres¢ 
in this matter will be glad to avail themselves 
of the opportunity now afforded them to 
right their wrongs. 


JEWISH OCCUPATIONS 


IN this issue appears the last of a series 
of articles on “ Jews and their Occupations.” 
They will have given some. indication 
though necessarily incomplete. of the 
distribution of Jews in trading, industrial. 
and professional vocations. At the same 
time, they have reiterated the need. 
so often expressed in this paper. for 
gathering more precise statistical infor. 
mation about Anglo-Jewry. The writer 
has also posed the question whether a more 
conscious attitude should be adopted by the 
community in order to effect a more even 
distribution of occupations. The aim would 
be to encourage more Jews: to choose pro- 
ductive work in varied industries. and also 
to avoid crowding into a limited number of 
professions. Some may object that the free 
choice of livelihood, in what might be called 
the post-ghetto period of Jewish history. is 
no concern of the community. But that 
opinion would be contrary to the policy of 
inguiry that has already been practised to 
a considerable extent by the Binai Brith 
(especially in America, but also. some years 
ago, in this country); to the retraining rh 
of the Ort: and to the guidance of the Board 
of Guardians Boys Committee, the [races 
Advisory Council, the Sabbath Observance 
Bureau. and other bodies. It would ce: I 
be illogical if those people who so often 
insist. that Judaism is a way of life were to 


take no account of the manner in which 
jews earn a living. The time has arrived 
when. in considering the future of diaspora 
communities, and their contribution to the 


of their respective countries, more 
thought and etfort ought to be devoted to 
guiding young Jewry towards a better vox 
tional distribution. The present lack of know 
ledge of the subject is a serious hindrance | 
intelligent planning, but these articles 

set the wheels in motion for a more profound 
study of the problem. 


SYLVESTER MEDAL 


One of the coveted distinctions bestowed 
on Tamous scienusts by the Roval Societs 
is the Syivester Medal As recentl, 
nounced in this paper. this has just been 
awarded to Professor Louis Morpet! 
F.R.S., Sadleirian Professor of Pure Mathe- 
matics at the University of Cambridge 
his distinguished researches -in pure mall 
matics, especially for discoveries in the 
theory of numbers. Moreover, it deserves to 
be recorded that there ts a special appropri- 
ateness in the award of this medal to a Jewish 
Professor at Cambridge University JAMES 
JosSePH SYLVESTER was a native of London 
where he was born in 1814 and died in 1897 
He received his earliest education 
FOPOLD NEUMEGEN’S. famous school at! 
He was the first professing Jeu 
lo enter Cambridge University. where he 
passed the examination of the mathematica! 
tripos as second wrangler in 1837. but was 
prevented as a Jew from taking his degree 
Not until 1872, after the passing of the 
University Tests Act in the previous year, 
was the degree conferred upon him. I! 
should be mentioned that the passing of tha! 
Act. with 1is removal of religious disabilities. 
was largely due to the moral courage 0! 
Numa HartoG (1846-1871). who had quall- 
fied in 1869 as senior wrangler at Cambridge 
University but suffered under Jewish disa- 
bilities. As early as 1837, Syi_vesTerR became 
Professor of Mathematics at University 
College, London, which had recently been 
founded on principles of religious freedom. 
After holding several University posts in the 
United States, Sy_vester finally became 
Savilian Professor of Geometry in the 
University of Oxford. The medal founded 
in his honour by the Royal Society recalls 
the memory of one of this country’s greates' 
mathematicians. long ago, Dr. 
CLIFFE SALAMAN, F.R.S., delivered a lecture 
before the Jewish Historical Society abou! 
Jews who had been elected Fellows of the 
Royal Society. At the present time. there «re 
over 20 Jewish members. and of these 4 
considerable proportion are mathematicians.

GERMANY’S PLACE IN EUROPE 


By MAURICE EDELMAN, M.P. 


SGAPING from the wet heat of 
Strasbourg last August, | drove 
into the coolness of the Vosges 

foothills. The pine forests were peace- 
ful. as though they had never been 
troubled by the passage Of armies 
and quiet. as though familiar only 
with bird-sounds | walked along 
A path towards a grey-sione restau- 
rant among the trees But it wasn't 
a restaurant..

with civilisation as Strasbourg itself 
was a svmbol of Germanys relation- 
ship with France. The Minister's reply 
was deprecatory He hoped. he 
trusted. he looked forward ta) 
the matter was really not in his hands 

Germany's future can. indeed, be 
forecast onlv by an understanding of 
Germany's traditions and history 
rather than by the professions of her 
political leaders The character of a 
nation is aS permanent as its politr 
clans are temporary 


Call for Caution 


It is not without significance that 
those who trust Germany most are 
those who are farthest removed from 
her. M. Herriot, delivering the in- 
augural address at Strasbourg, distin- 
guished between the Germany. of 
Becthoven and the Germany — of 
Bismark and Hitler. He spoke as a 
Frenchman who has known the 
brutality of the German ravisher three 
times in the flesh of his own country. 
Reconciliation and forgiveness-—yes: 
but carefully, cautiously. That was the 
theme of Herrjot and his compatriots 
at Strasbourg. 

The present-day impatience of the 
Americans to make Germany the bul- 
wark.. against. Soviel  ¢Xpansion ts 
understandable. The Germans are 
vigorous, intelligent, apt in arms, and

Defeat by the Russians has excited 
the desire for anche [he 
irredentist movement, fostered by the 
refugees from the East. ts directed 
primarily against the Soviet Unton 
But the French are more. sceptical 
than the Americans.

The solution in the West of enlist- 
ing German man-power for the 
general defence is a facile and a 
dangerous one. If a new German 
army is to be worth anything. it must 
by its nature be more powerful than 
the present military controls of the 
Allies. And if such an army 1s 
authorised in the defence of Western 
civilisation, it can only be justified if 
the Government and the political 
system of the German Republic are 


themselves representative of that 
civilisation. | 
Since the collapse of the Nazi 


Empire, its heirs and survivors have 


shrunk away from the evidence of -its 
crimes No know 
ledge of the gas-chambers—neither 
private nor Field-Marshal. It may 
well be that Hitlers worst atrocities 
were in fact veiied from the pubix 
comscrence Yet the popular frenzy 
for Nazism too recent for the Cyer- 
mans to disown all responsibility for 
its evils And if neo-Nazism con- 
tinues to thrive in Germany, penttence 
for past sins will not excuse persis- 
tence im those of the present.

Number of Aliyot 
To the Editor of Tue Curonicie 
From the Rev. H. JEREVITCH 


Sin.—In order to shorten the Sabbath 
morning services Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehr- 
man suggests limiting the number of 
Aliyot as arranged by the divisions of 
the Sidra. namely, eight including the 
Mafitir, and in exceptional cases only five 
additional persons to be called up. 
Such procedure would certainly not inter- 
fere with traditional usage. 

If the only reason Dr. Lehrman can 
find why the services are too long ts 
because of the number of persons given 
Aliyot, he is very fortunate. Personally. 
I would rather sce a Jew anxious to have 
an Aliyah than ong who says he does not 
eare for i. 

In many synagogues it is not the num- 
ber of persons “ cated up” that pro- 
longs the service unduly, but what hap- 
pens after cach person is “called: For 
each one the Chazan recites two M: 
Sheberachs, one free and the other men- 
tioning the amount of offering the per- 
son makes, for which he insists that the

ally to mention the name of a membec: 
not asked for by the person called up he 
shouts out “ Not him.” How disgraceful '

Not only does the 
normal period of reading the Law take 
the best part of three-quarters of an 
hour, but with the added Aliyot it can 
take anything up to an hour and a half 
—and, as Rabbi Lehrman so rightly 
points out, in a service that already takes 
approximately three hours, this rather 
unnecessary protraction can cause quite 
an appreciable amount of tedium even 
among the most devout. 

But why stop at the Aliyot? Why not 
ask the Chazan and choir to speed up 
their part of the service, too?  Insiead 
of repeating one sentence three or four 
times, increase the effectiveness by saying 
it once—and saying it as though it came 
from the bottom of the heart. Again. 
obviate the need for a sermon during 


morning service. The best time for an 
address is always in the afternoon 
between Mincha and Maariv when the 


congregation are in no hurry to get away 
Lastly, perhaps, the assembly could add 
their contribution to speedier services by 
trying not to talk during any part of the 
service. I am perfectly sure that such 
an action would be ereatly appreciated 
not only by the various officiants -them- 
selves but the various congregations 
would benefit from it, too

Sin,—The principal reason for holding 
a separate parade for Jewish ex-Service- 
men seems to have been overlooked by 
your correspondents. They do not appear 
to have read the statement of the Rt. Rev.

Other events like the alleged death of 
80 soldrers at an earlier date are greatly 
over-estimated.

Braised Celery 


Two heads of celery; carrots, 6 o7.; 
omons, 4 oz.; stock or water, | pt.; 
dripping, 14 oz.; flour, 1} oz. ; seasoning. 

ame vegetabdics, cul the ceicry mio 
short le , and slice the carrow aod 
onions. eit dripping m a saucepan, 
add onions and carrots, and cook gently 
till lightly browned, then stir in the flour, 
brown this also, and gradually add the 
stock (or water flavoured with vegetable 
extract); stir tll boiling, seasog to taste, 
add the celery, and cook gently ull the 
vegetables are tender—about j bour.

Trim and wash the celery and cut into 
one-inch lengths and boi! in salted water 
till tender, then drain. 

Melt the margarine in a small saucepan. 
stir in the flour, then gradually add the 
eniik and 4 pt. celery water; stir wll 
boiling, add 1 oz..of the cheese and the 
Worcester sauce, and simmer for 2 or 3 
minutes. Put in the celery, mix lightly, 
and turn into the pastry case. Sprinkle

OUR PRAYER BOOK 


By “AUNTIE” 


OU must have noticed, when 
reading our prayer book, that 
the prayers are mainly commu- 

mal im character, rather than pleas 
for individual help. Of course, there 
are some very inspiring prayers that 
are for one’s own self, but most of 
them were written with the intention 
of being recited by the whole congre- 
gation. 

This makes the spirit of prayer un- 
selfish, as it sinks personal needs and 
wishes and brings to the surface the 
aspirations of the community. We 
approach God as a whole people 
rather than as just one person asking 
for a wish to be gratified. 

The Rabbis who composed these 
prayers did not mean that we should 
not unburden our troubles to God in 
the privacy of our own homes; but 
they taught that prayer is best when 
it is uttered on behalf of others, that 


the most unselfish prayer would be 


more likely to reach heaven. 

The set form of prayers was pre- 
ferred by these teachers because it 
was realised that m ts not always - 
sible for each one of us to put mto 
proper words what we want to say 
when we come near to God. 

Jewish prayers, then, have an un- 
selfish basis, and each person when 
he prays must regard himself only as 
a uni of the people, and he must 
think of others before he thinks of 
himself. 

Many times in our long history 
have the Rabbis asked the people to 


devote a day to prayer for a particu-

But God has listened 
to your prayers and | am here to 

In fear and trembling, the beadle 
got up, and went to the place des- 
cribed in his dream. To his great joy. 
he found the money as predicted, and 
then he hurried to the congregation, 
poured out the coins 
astonished cyes of the people, and 
related his dream. 

In great amazement, they counted 
the gold coins and to their delight, 
found they were exactly the number 
of coins required by the lord of 
Hebron. 

The elders took the moncy and pre- 
sented it at ceurt. The lord knew that 
the people ould not have obtained 1 
by ordimary means, but only by a 
miracle, and asked whence it came. 
On hearing the story, he recognised 
that God had heard the people's 
prayer, and he never again demanded 
the impossible of his Jewish subjects.

JEWS AND THEIR OCCUPATIONS—III. 


By A. B. LEVY 


Future,” the late Dr. Arthur 

Ruppin devoted a section to 
students and their choice of pro- 
fession. He gave the percentage of 
jewish university students among all 
students as exceeding the percentage 
of Jews among the population 2.6 
times in the United States, and (for 
1929) 3.7 tumes im Germany. The 
excess in each of the few professions 
for which Jewish students specialised 
was a great deal higher than this in 
Germany ; and in America, in 1937, 
the excess Was: in dentistry, law, and 
pharmacy, 64 to 6 times the percen- 
tage in the general population, and in 
medicine, 4 times. 

To-day engineering has come to 
rank high in the chosen vocations of 
American students. A census recently 
completed by the B'nai Brith Voca- 
tional Service Bureau shows about 
17 per cent of Jewish students in pro- 
fessional schools and departments to 
be studying engineering. Too many. 
says Dr. Max F. Baer, Director of 
the Bureau. Giving the results of an 
investigation he has made, he says that 
the supply of engineers will very soon 
meet the demand, and then Jewish 
students will find the barrier of dis- 
crimination that still exists a hard 
one to surmount. This conclusion, 
arrived at by Dr. Baer after a great 
deal of research, bears out the unwis- 
dom of herding. 


Need of Statistics 


The search for figures and facts 
by the Anglo-Jewish community, long 
overdue, is one of the projects our 
leaders ought to decide upon— 
principally, if not entirely, for the 
purpose of vocational guidance. Ad- 
visory bureaux and committees are, 
these days, being organised, locally 
and nationally, in Britain. Last year's 
Employment and Training Act has 
firmly established the juvenile employ- 
ment service conducted by the Min- 
istry of Labour, under which (to take 
one local example) the L.C.C. has set 
up 19 youth employment advice 
bureaux. 

What the Jewish community needs 
to decide is whether it Is gomg to 
leave the choice of the school-leavers’ 
vocations to the individual parents, 
uninfluenced by a communal policy, 
or whether it is going to take a hand 
in guiding the new generation towards 
a better Balanced position than their 
parents occupied—by the use of 
Special committees or of | existing 
religious and youth organisations. 

Now this would not be a com- 
pletely new activity in the community: 
and there is no need to echo that old 
cry against a Jewish hospital, a Jewish 
club, a Jewish society, if mt is now 
Suggested that the splendid work done 
by the Boys’ Welfare and Industrial 
Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians since 1872 be extended and 
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multiplied. This Committee's valu- 
able apprenticeship service was badly 
hurt by the war, but has picked up a 
little. In 1948, 37 boys were appren- 
ticed; 168 boys and 411 adults were 
placed in Employment. remark- 
able recent change has been the im- 
proved educational standard of the 
young applicants. Of 372 boys who 
applied between October, 1948, and 
October, 1949, 73 (1/5) were of 
matriculation standard or higher: and 
to deal with this development a Pro- 
fessions Sub-Committee has been set 
up. 


Employment Bureaux 


There are other bodies that have 
been placing applicants for work 
(besides the Ort, which teaches them 
trades). The Sabbath Observance 
Employment Bureau helps both young 


men and women, as well as older 
applicants. The Bureau's 1948 figures 
show that, among 1,002 situations 


filled, the leading occupations were 
206 shorthand-typists, 186 clerks. 83 
packers and warehousemen, 82 book- 
keepers, 54 assistants, 53 travellers, 45 
cooks, 35 tailors, 29 engineers and 
electricians, 22 secretaries, 17 nurses. 
and 15 dressmakers. This appears to 
maintain “the trend in the direction 
of business” noted by the 1945-6 
report, which points out that “ in pre- 
war years applicants mostly registered 
for employment in the manufacturing 
trades such as the fur trade, ladies’ 
and gents’ tailoring, dressmaking, 
millinery, etc.” 

An employment service is also run 
by the T.A.C. 

Even among the few employment 
Orgamisations already existing, some 
duplication of effort has occurred— 
for instance, in approaching the same 
firm for particulars of openings. This 
seems to be one reason for creating a 
co-ordinating body—particularly if 
more local committees are set up. But 
a more important reason for a central 
body js that mt could implement a 
communal policy of vocational dis- 
tribution. And one of its first under- 
takings—to repeat ‘the need ad 
nauseam—would be in the field of 
Statistics, 

A faint idea of the information that 


. would be collected by such an organi- 


sation js indicated by an inquiry that 
has been made. with the co-operation 
of a few Jewish clubs and friendly 
societies, 

A list of the senior members of a 
Liverpool Jewish boys’ club. number- 
ing 35, shows 7 shop assistants, § 
tailors, 3 commercial artists, 3 
mechanics ; 2 each of the following: 
seamen, cabinet-makers, chemists, 
articled clerks: one each of electri- 
cian, engineer, clerk, furniture dealer, 
french polisher, gardener, printer, 
window-dresse- ; and one draper (own 
business). Half of the fathers of these 
boys haye their own businesses (furni-

ture déalers, d rs, and tailors 
among them); of those employed 
there is a bus conductor. a ship's cook, 
and two porters. A friendly society 
list of 88 members, in the same city, 
shows: tailors, 25; cabinet-makers. 
shoemakers, 6; own businesses, 


In Manchester, to take first, again, 
a boys club (ages 15 to 18), a list 
shows 20 still engaged in educational 
Studies, and 72 distrjbuted among 27 
occupations. There are 16 listed as 
machimists, 9 cutters (clothing), 5 hair- 
dressers’ assistants, 4 clerks ; 3 each of 
watchmakers apprentices, confection- 
ers, electricians, and miners; 2 each 
of cotton workers, upholsterers, 
tailors, butchers, furriers, pressers, and 
working jewellers . and among the rest 
a driver's mate, painter and decorator, 
and window-cleaner. 

At a Manchester friendly society, 
from a list of 108, it would appear 
that S& have their own businesses 
‘among them 11 clothmg manufac- 
turers, 9 master tailors, 4 textele mer- 
chants, 4 drapers, 2 bookmakers, 2 


chip shops. 3 chamois leather manu- 


facturers, 3 market men: and 4 are 


professional men (a doctor, solicitor, 


chemist, and photographer): 16 are 
listed as factory workers, 5 factory 
1 moneylenders manager, 
and the rest include 3 canvassers, a 
printer, a bus-driver, and 7 retired. 


Tailoring in Leeds 


Occupations, naturally, vary accord- 
ing to locality. Thus a Leeds fnendly 


society, with just over 300 members, 


lists 221 as engaged in the tailoring 
industry ; besides 30 in cabinet-mak- 
ing. 14 salesmen and travellers, 4 
professional men, and the rest divided 
among 15 businesses and trades. 
Among 124 male members (over 16) 


of the Glasgow Maccabi Association, 


3] are tailors, 16 furriers, 7 uphol- 


sterers, S engineers: 2 are shopkeepers, 
4 shop managers. 4 drapers, 3 agents, 
4 salesmen. 7 travellers: in the profes- 


sions are S$ doctors, 3 accountants, and 
a chemist, musician, photographer, 
and teacher: and among the rest are a 
boot-repairer, watchmaker, and 


cinema operator, as well as 17 
students 

Of 74 emploved members of a 
North London Boys Club, 21 are 


tailors. 9 salesmen, 8 jewellers. 
dressers. 3 each of the following: 
cabinet-makers, printers, photo- 
graphers, clerks: 2 each of the follow- 
ing: electricians, machinists, engineers, 
accountants. furriers: and among the 
rest there is a boy im the Merchant 
Navy. an optician, and a_ dental 
mechanic, 

A full investigation into the chosen 
careers of our young men, compared 
with. the occupations of their elders, 
would be one of the lines of inquiry 
to be made before definite conclu- 
sions about vocational distribution 
and trends could be set down. That 
would be a first step, once the need 
for communal guidance is conceded. 

A penultimate suggestion: It would 
be the better part of wisdom to recog- 
nise that there is developing. in many 
countries, a reassessment of status, a 


revaluation white collar and 
overall. 
And, finally, if Diaspora Jewry 


wishes to survive, its members will 
give a litth more thought to then 
vocation aS a people, and be a little 
less anxious about their vocations as 
individuals. As the accent on 
spiritual increased, the accent on the 
material would diminish.

And we have abun- 
dance to give if we could but rid our 
gift of awkward names, of outlandish 
forms. of incongruous loyalties, of mius- 
understood, ambiguous and cant phrases, 
of old. sad. wearisome, far-off contro- 
versies that have long lost all meaning. 
Until Judaism thus seeks to take up its 
mission. our claim to be of a universal 
faith must be a littl shamefaced. But 
when that task is earnestly and honestly 
assumed. a great prophecy will be im 
course of fulhiment.

A.J.A. AND ZIONISM

Criticisms of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
attitude towards Zionism and 
Jewish orphan children in non-Jewish 
homes were answered by Mr. Gershon 
Ellenbogen, when he spoke on “ Anglo- 
Jewry’s Future,” at a meeting of the 
AJ.A.. North London Branch, in the 
Marcus Samuel Hall, New Synagogue, 
Egerton Road, N.16, on Saturday night. 
Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman presided. 

The difference between the A.J.A. and 
official Zionist policy, said Mr. Elien- 
bogen, was one of means, not of ends. 
The A.J.A. had argued that it was more 
important to get as many Jews as possibic 
into Palestine first than to declare the 
country a Jewish State. Events had 
shown that the official Orthodox line on 
this point was. wrong. 

Mr. Ellenbogen stressed the part 
played by the A.J.A., in company with 
other Jewish organisations at the United 
Nations, im connection with the problem 
of Jewrsh war orphans, and went on to 
detail some of the work of the A.J.A. 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

The destruction of the East Puropean 
Jewish communities, he continued, had 
transformed the world Jewish scene. and 
the division between the foreign and the 
Anglicised Jew must disappear. The 
community would then become Anegli- 
ced. No amount of propaganda could 
do away with the fact that the question of 
divided loyalties did exist, and the A.J.A. 
had recogmsed this fact, and had 


ittempted to give some guidance on the 
matter.
